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The Dental Hygiene Institute of Chicago 
Program of Public Education 


For many years Chicago dentists have 
urged the establishment of a comprehen- 
sive program of public education de- 
signed specifically to stimulate dental 
practice. The first tangible response to 
that demand was the founding in 1930 
of the Mouth Hygiene Council, a lay 
organization. Its membership consisted 
of dentists, lay persons and organizations 
interested in elevating the standard of 
dental health of the community. While 
the Council has made several notable 
contributions to the cause of dental hy- 
giene, it has never achieved the stature 
envisioned by its founders. The reason is 
not far to seek. It simply has never been 
financed to do the job intended for it. 


APPROVAL 


Last June the Mouth Hygiene Coun- 
cil was offered a definite, comprehensive 
program of public dental health educa- 
tion accompanied by a clean-cut plan 
for financial support. A special commit- 
tee of the Council was appointed to in- 
vestigate the proposal and, after careful 
study, reported favorably to the Coun- 
cil’s Board of Directors. The Board like- 
wise acted favorably and transmitted a 
copy to the Chicago Dental Society for 
its consideration. The Society’s Public 
Relations Commission subsequently rec- 
ommended to the Board of Directors-that 
the Council’s program be approved and 
that the sum of $6,000.00 be contrib- 
uted to the Council’s budget for the first 
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year of large scale activity provided an 
additional $6,000.00 could be secured 
from other interested sources. As previ- 
ously reported in THE FORTNIGHTLY RE- 
view, the Board of Directors of the So- 
ciety approved the Council’s plan as 
recommended by the Public Relations 
Commission. 

Following the plan’s approval, the 
Council adopted a complete new set of 
By-Laws, published elsewhere in this is- 
sue, which. provide among other things 
for a new name to take the place of 
“Mouth Hygiene Council of Illinois.” 
The name selected by the special com- 
mittee and approved by the Board of 
Directors is “Dental Hygiene Institute of 
Chicago.” The prime reason for the sub- 
stitution was to restrict the organization’s 
work to the metropolitan area of Chi- 
cago in the belief that to attempt state- 
wide operation would be to “scatter our 
shot” over too wide an area. Secondly, 
it was felt that the term “Dental Hy- 
giene” would be more accurately descrip- 
tive of the Institute’s field of interest and 
probably would be understood more 
readily by the public. 


THE PLAN 


As intimated in the previous para- 
graph a budget of $12,000.00 is proposed 
for the year 1942, fifty per cent of which 
the Chicago Dental Society has pledged 
subject to the contribution of the balance 
by others. The first job of the Institute, 
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therefore, is to announce its program and 
seek the additional funds necessary to 
carry it into effect. The contemplated 
program has three major divisions: (1) 
the organization and operation of an in- 
dustrial diagnostic service; (2) the pro- 
duction and exhibition before lay groups 
of educational slide films and motion 
pictures accompanied by sound, and (3) 
publicity for dentistry in all possible 
media. Each of these should be discussed 
separately for a clear understanding of 
the Institute’s proposed methods. 

First of all, it should be emphasized 
that the use of paid space in newspapers 
and magazines, billboards, car cards, 
etc., is out of the question. The limited 
funds now available or that will be avail- 
able in the predictable future clearly ex- 
clude such media. This does not mean, 
however, that an effective job can’t be 
done of increasing public appreciation 
for dentistry. It does mean that the 
problem must be approached from a dif- 
ferent angle. In studying our problem it 
was quite natural that an effort should 
be made to profit by the experience of 
others and this was done. It was de- 
termined that in those situations where 
the necessity of education is combined 
with limited financial resources “con- 
sumer education by the direct method” 
is the avenue of choice. This means 
going directly to the prospective patient 
and telling dentistry’s story in the 
most convincing manner possible. This 
technic has been employed with spec- 
tacular success in other fields having 
much in common with dentistry from 
the promotional or educational stand- 


point. 
DIAGNOSTIC SERVICE 
(1) Industrial 


Diagnostic Service. 


Briefly stated this service consists of in- 
dividual dental examinations of em- 
ployed persons in their places of employ- 
ment. As a part of the examination each 
employee is given a personal dental 
health talk in much the same manner as 
a case is discussed during the first visit 


of a patient in private practice. Since 
the employee realizes that the examiner’s 
advice is not biased by the possibility of 
personal gain if it is followed, the em- 
ployee accepts it more readily than is 
frequently the case in the dental office. 
This is not an assumption. The Chicago 
Dental Society became convinced of this 
when it operated a similar industrial 
program embracing more than 5,000 em- 
ployees in the years 1934-1936 inclusive. 

In operating this program the x-ray 
may be used or not depending upon the 
wishes of the employer who bears the 
material expenses of the program. Be- 
cause of the effectiveness of x-ray films 
as an educational medium, their use will 
be urged wherever practicable. While 
the beginning will be small it is expected 
that the scope and momentum will be 
increased until several units are in the 
field making literally hundreds of exam- 
inations and referrals daily. It is believed 
that this phase of the plan alone will 
ultimately have a stimulating effect in 
practically every dental practice in 
metropolitan Chicago. 


MOTION PICTURES AND SLIDES 


(2) Production and Distribution of 
Slide Films and Motion Pictures. There 
are hundreds of lay organizations in the 
Chicago area such as news service clubs, 
women’s clubs, etc., that hold regular 
meetings and are seeking acceptable pro- 
gram material. These are _ excellent 
groups before which to place dentistry’s 
case for a healthier and happier com- 
munity because the people that attend 
these meetings are above the average in 
intelligence, influence and _ economic 
status. To take advantage of the splen- 
did opportunity offered by such groups, 
the Institute proposes the production and 
exhibition of educational slide films and 
motion pictures with sound accompani- 
ment. Slide films, for the benefit of those 
not acquainted with this new medium of 
visual education, consist of a series of 
“still” pictures on a roll of film compar- 
able in appearance to a motion picture 
film. Each section is shown as a regular 
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lantern slide, succeeding pictures being 
advanced by means of a sprocket mech- 
anism. Built into the projection appa- 
ratus is a sound device with a record 
table at the top similar to a phonograph. 
The record and film are started simul- 
taneously so that descriptive matter is 
given .continuously as the film is shown. 
The Institute plans to produce three such 
films: one for use in introducing the 
Industrial Diagnostic Service to em- 
ployees gathered for that purpose; one 
designed especially for showing to 
women’s groups such as, Parent-Teacher 
Associations and clubs, and the third for 
exhibition before men’s organizations 
such as, Rotary, Kiwanis and Lion’s 
Clubs, commercial and community 
groups. 

In no sense will these films be overly 
technical, dry or uninteresting. It is the 
plan of the Institute to place emphasis 
on what dentistry can do for the indi- 
vidual in improving health and appear- 
ance, rather than to give lectures in den- 
tal procedure and anatomy. To this end, 
it is contemplated that these messages 
will be dramatized by making each a 
story involving people who could be any- 
body’s neighbor—meaning through each 
to instill into the audience the educa- 
tional material the Institute is anxious to 
put across. 

In the production of these films only 
professional talent will be used, includ- 
ing narrators, models, actors and script- 
writers. This will be done so that the 
presentations may have that ring of con- 
viction which only professionals can im- 
part. 

Such films as these could be continu- 
ally shown before lay audiences. Later 
on consideration will be given the pro- 
duction of motion pictures and other 
media of dental health education. 


OTHER PUBLICITY 


(3) Publicity for dentistry in all pos- 
sible media. Many opportunities exist 
for public education that require only a 
small financial expenditure. Prepared 
articles could be released to metropoli- 
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tan and neighborhood newspapers, maga- 
zines, publications of lay organizations, 
house organs of industrial and mercan- 
tile establishments, customer publications 
of the large dairies and public utilities. 
Literally hundreds of such media exist 
that could readily be utilized. 


DIRECTOR AND CENTRAL OFFICE 


The execution of such an ambitious 
program will require the services of a 
full-time director, with necessary clerical 
assistants and office facilities. The Board 
of Directors of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety has assigned the former Study Club 
quarters, located in the Michigan Boule- 
vard Building, to the Institute for the 
latter’s use as a business office, as a part 
of the Society’s contribution to the Insti- 
tute. It is ideally located and laid out 
for the purpose and will require only 
furnishing and decorating to be ready 
for occupancy. 

The Institute’s Board of Directors will 
employ a qualified Director whose duty 
it will be to carry out the program under 
the immediate direction of the Executive 
Committee. Clerical assistants to carry 
on the routine work will complete the 
personnel of the central office. 


FINANCIAL SUPPORT 


As previously stated, a minimum 
budget of $12,000.00 has been set up by 
the Institute. This is considered to be 
the very least amount of money the or- 
ganization must have to begin its pro- 
gram. Of course, if more can be raised, 
more work can and will be done. Fifty 
per cent of this sum is in hand through 
the Chicago Dental Society’s subscrip- 
tion, leaving a like sum to come from 
other interested parties. Naturally, the 
Institute thinks of dentists and the den- 
tal trade (dealers and laboratories) as 
the most important sources of revenue 
through membership, and it is to them 
that the Institute appeals for support. 
This program cannot be translated into 
a reality without financial participation 
by those who stand to benefit from an 
increase in the volume of dental prac- 
tice.

$5.00 pUEs 


In order to make it possible for a large 
number of individuals to participate in 
the support of the Institute, the By-Laws 
provide for the extremely moderate dues 
of $5.00 per year. The local dental pro- 
fession, trade and allied interests alone 
number thousands of individuals, all of 
whom are qualified for this classification 
of membership. While by every right it 
is ultimately expected to have a substan- 
tial enrollment of lay persons, that is, 
individuals having no financial interest 
in the dental field, for the present the 
Institute must rely for its establishment 
on those who do. All ethical dentists, 
detail men, laboratory technicians, trade 
executives, assistants, and those allied 
with them are invited to become active 
members of the Institute for the nominal 
dues of $5.00. Every one who would like 
to see the Institute begin actual opera- 
tions within sixty days asked to fill out 
the application blank at the end of this 
article and send it to the Institute’s offices 


together with a check or money order — 


for the first year’s dues. The response 
will be eloquent testimony as to whether 
Chicago dentistry really wants a pro- 
gram such as the Institute proposes to 
carry out. 


CONTRIBUTING MEMBERSHIP 
The dues of contributing members 


will be determined by agreement be- 
tween the applicant and the Institute’s 
Board of Directors. As provided in the 
By-Laws, this classification consists of 
corporations (for profit and not for 
profit), associations, clubs and any other 
group. Specifically, it will include sup. 
ply houses, dental societies, dental lab- 
oratories, civic agencies, health educa- 
tional associations and kindred organ- 
izations. Since some stand to profit 
financially by any increase in dental 
practice and the interest of others is con- 
fined to community well being, it is ob- 
vious that extreme flexibility in dues is 
proper. All organizations, regardless of 
their interest in the Institute’s program, 
are invited to make application for 
membership by addressing the Institute 
at its headquarters, 30 North Michigan 
Avenue. A representative will be gad to 
discuss further details. 


CONCLUSION 


This is the first large scale, well-defined 
plan of dental health education ever 
offered in Chicago that has received the 
official endorsement as well as the finan- 
cial support of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety. Whether or not it becomes a 
functioning program will depend pri- 
marily upon the support it is given now.

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Constitution and By-Laws 
OF THE 


Dental Hygiene Institute of Chicago 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I 
The name of this organization shall be 
the Dental Hygiene Institute of Chicago 
and is incorporated not for pecuniary 
profit under the laws of the State of IIli- 
nois. 


ARTICLE II 
LOCATION 
The location of the principal office of 
the Institute shall be in Chicago, IIli- 
nois. 


ARTICLE IIT 
OBJECT 
The object of the Institute is to pro- 
mote the public health and welfare by 
the dissemination of knowledge and in- 
formation pertaining to dental hygiene. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. There shall be three classifi- 
cations of membership: (a) active, (b) 
contributing, and (c) honorary. 

Section 2. Active members shall be 
individuals interested in the work of the 
Institute. 

Section 3. Contributing members 
shall consist of organizations, companies, 
associations and the like which are inter- 
ested in the work of the Institute. 

Section 4. Honorary members shall 
be individuals who have rendered dis- 
tinguished service to dental health edu- 
cation and who have been elected by 
unanimous vote of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

Section 5. Applicants for active and 
contributing membership must receive 


approval of the Board of Directors for 
election. 
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Section 6. Any membership may be 
terminated by a % affirmative vote of the 
Board of Directors at any duly author- 
ized meeting provided reasonable notice 
has been given to the person or organ- 
ization against which such action is con- 
templated. 

Section 7. Persons or organizations 
desiring membership shall fill out the 
prescribed application and submit it to 
the Secretary. All applications for active 
membership must be accompanied by 
dues for the first year of membership. 


ARTICLE II 
OFFICERS 


The officers of the Institute shall be a 
President, a first Vice-President, a sec- 
ond Vice-President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer, all of whom shall serve with- 
out compensation for one year or until 
their successors are duly elected and 
qualified. 


ARTICLE III 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The management of the Institute shall 
be vested in a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of the officers and six (6) mem- 
bers elected from among the active 
members and duly accredited representa- 
tives of contributing members. No pro- 
grams or activities shall be approved by 
the Board that have not first received 
the approval of the Professional Guid- 
ance and Policy Committee. 


ARTICLE IV 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


An Executive Committee consisting of 
the officers of the Institute shall conduct 
all routine business between meetings of 
the Board of Directors. The President 
shall act as Chairman and the Secretary 
as Secretary of this Committee. 
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ARTICLE V 
MEETINGS 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the 
Institute shall be held in the month of 
June at such time and place as may be 
determined by the Executive Committee. 
Eight members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 2. Special meetings of the In- 
stitute may be called by the President at 
his or her discretion and must be called 
upon the written request of: (a) a ma- 
jority of the Executive Committee, (b) 
5 members of the Board of Directors, or 
(c) 25 members of the Institute. All 
special meetings must be called within 
10 days from the receipt of official re- 
quest and such meetings must be held 
within 15 days of issuance of call. In all 
cases the purpose or purposes for which 
a special meeting is called must be clearly 
stated in writing to each member. 

Section 3. The Board of Directors 
shall hold regular meetings in the months 
of January, March, May, September and 
November. A majority of members of 
the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 4. Special meetings of the 
Board of Directors may be called at any 
time by the President and shall be called 
upon the written request of a majority 
of the Executive Committee or 5 mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. All such 
special meetings must be called within 
10 days from the receipt of official re- 
quest and such meetings must be held 
within 15 days thereafter. In all cases a 
written agenda of business to be tran- 
sacted must accompany the written call. 

Section 5. The Executive Committee 
shall meet on the call of the Chairman 
or the written request of a majority of 
the members of the Committee. 


ARTICLE VI 
ELECTIONS 

Section 1. Election of officers and di- 
rectors shall be held at the annual meet- 
ing. 

Section 2. A Nominating Committee 
of three members, one of whose members 
shall be the Chairman of the Professional 
Guidance and Policy Committee, shall 
be appointed by the Board of Directors 


at its regular March meeting and shall 
submit its report containing at least one 
nomination for each vacancy for officers 
and directors to the Secretary at least 30 
days before the annual meeting. 

Section 3. Nominations for officers 
and directors, in addition to those sub- 
mitted by the Nominating Committee, 
may be made by any 5 members in writ- 
ing, provided such nominations are sub- 
mitted to the Secretary at least 30 days 
before the annual meeting. 

Section 4. In the event there is more 
than one candidate for any office, voting 
for such candidates for such offices shall 
be by written secret ballot. 


ARTICLE VII 
TENURE OF OFFICE 


Section 1. Every duly elected officer 
shall take office as the final order of 
business of the annual meeting at which 
he/she is elected and serve for one year, 
or until his/her successor is duly elected 
and qualified. 

Section 2. Directors shall be elected 
for three-year terms and be installed as 
the final order of business of the annual 
meeting at which their elections took 
place. However, at the annual meeting 
following the adoption of these By-Laws, 
2 directors shall be elected for 1-year 
terms, 2 for 2-year terms and 2 for 3- 
year terms. At annual meetings there- 
after vacancies shall be filled for three- 
year terms. 


ARTICLE VIII 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. The President shall be the 
chief executive officer of the Institute 
and serve as Chairman of the Board of 
Directors and of the Executive Commit- 
tee. He shall be ex officio a member of 
all committees except the Nominating 
Committee. It shall be his duty to pre- 
side at all meetings of the Institute, ap- 
point all committees except the Nominat- 
ing Committee, countersign checks in ac- 
cordance with regulations established by 
the Board of Directors and perform such 
other duties as usually appertain to the 
office. 
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Section 2. The Vice-Presidents shall 
act as assistants to the President and in 
the event the office of President becomes 
vacant for any cause shall succeed to 
that office in order until the next annual 
meeting. 

Section 3. The Secretary shall be re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of ade- 
quate records and minutes and may 
countersign checks in accordance with 
regulations established by the Board of 
Directors. He shall send written notices 
of the annual meeting including the 
names of candidates for the several 
offices to all members at least 15 days 
before the date the annual meeting is to 
be held. He shall perform such other 
duties as are usually the responsibility of 
the Secretary of a corporation. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall be 
custodian of the funds of the Institute 
and cause them to be deposited in a de- 
pository selected by the Board of Direc- 
tors. He shall sign checks for the dis- 
bursement of funds in accordance with 
accounting regulations and procedures 
established by the Board of Directors. 
When directed by the Board of Direc- 
tors, he shall submit his books and rec- 
ords for audit by an auditor selected by 
the Board of Directors. 

Section 5. All officers shall furnish 
fidelity bond in such amounts and in 
such companies as may be determined 
by the Board of Directors, the cost to be 
defrayed by the Institute. 


ARTICLE IX 
COMMITTEES 

Section 1. The following standing 
committees consisting of 5 members each 
shall be appointed annually: Audit, 
Budget and Finance, Professional Guid- 
ance and Policy, and Membership. 

Section 2. Special committees may be 
authorized by the Executive Committee, 
the Board of Directors or the President 
with the consent of the Executive Com- 


mittee. 
ARTICLE X 
DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 
Section 1. Audit, Budget and Finance. 
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This Committee, of which the Treasurer 
shall be a member, shall prepare the an- 
nual budget of the Institute and submit 
it to the Board of Directors for consid- 
eration; annually recommend an ac- 
countant to audit the books and records, 
and perform such other fiscal service as 
may be required by the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

Section 2. Professional Guidance and 
Policy. This Committee shall consist 
solely of members of the dental profes- 
sion nominated by the Chicago Dental 
Society. All programs and activities of 
the Institute must receive the approval 
of this Committee before being carried 
into effect. 

Section 3. The Membership Commit- 
tee shall endeavor to secure as members 
all persons and organizations sympathetic 
with the objectives of the Institute. 


ARTICLE XI 
PROFESSIONAL RELATIONS 

The policies and procedures of the In- 
stitute shall be such as not to conflict in 
any manner with the established ethics 
of the dental profession as determined by 
the Chicago Dental Society. 

In consideration of its annual dues 
paid the Institute, the Chicago Dental 
Society shall be privileged to name ten 
of its members to be members of the In- 
stitute and they shall be accepted by the 
Institute as active members without fur- 
ther action. 


ARTICLE XII 
DUES 

Section 1. The dues of active mem- 
bers shall be $5.00 per year. 

Section 2. The dues of contributing 
members shall be determined by the 
Board of Directors. 

Section 3. Honorary members shall 
pay no dues. 


ARTICLE XIII 
DUES YEAR AND FISCAL YEAR 
Section 1. The year for dues shall be 
the calendar year. 
Section 2. The fiscal year shall be 
June 1 to May 31. 


ARTICLE XIV 
DIRECTOR 


A full-time, salaried director shall be 
employed by the Board of Directors, the 
salary, duties and other terms to be de- 
termined likewise by the Board of Direc- 
tors. He shall be responsible to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for the discharge of 
his duties. 


ARTICLE XV 

AMENDMENTS 
The Constitution or any of the By- 
Laws of this Institute may be amended 
or revised by a two-thirds affirmative 
vote of the active members present at 
any regular meeting or at any special 
meeting called for that purpose, provided 


that the proposed changes shall have 
been presented, in writing, at any regu- 
lar or special meeting, at least thirty 
days prior to the meeting at which such 
action is requested. However, no amend- 
ment to Article 3 of the Constitution or 
to Section 2 of Article 6, Article 9, Sec- 
tion 2 of Article 10, or Article 11 of the 
By-Laws shall be in order for considera. 
tion unless first approved by the Chicago 
Dental Society. 


ARTICLE XVI 
RULES OF ORDER 
Robert’s Rules of Order, Revised, shall 
govern the procedures and deliberations 
of the Institute in all cases to which they 
are applicable and consistent with these 
By-Laws.

EDITORIAL 


THE DENTAL HYGIENE INSTITUTE 


The Board of Directors has approved an appropriation of six thousand dollars for 
the development of an organization to disseminate dental health information and to 
create a desire for dental service that at present the public needs but does not seem 
to want. A sum equal to that provided by the Chicago Dental Society is to be 
secured by contributions from sources outside organized dentistry and from the dues 
of $5.00 which will be charged the members of our Society who wish to join the 
Institute. This new and constructive program should receive the support of every 
dentist in the Chicago area for it offers a tangible and ethical means of bringing 
patients into the dental office. 

One of the features of the plan is the preparation and presentation to lay audi- 
ences of material designed to impress the public forcefully with its need for dental 
service, and to make that service so attractive that it will be wanted. We understand 
that the development of this phase of the program is to be in charge of a full time 
director, who is thoroughly trained in psychology and promotional techniques, who 
speaks the layman’s language and has the layman’s point of view. It will be his job 
to tell in a most effective way what dentistry can do for health and appearance. 
Dentists, as a rule, are not equipped to do this, and dental colleges often are criti- 
cized for not having courses in the curriculum to train dentists for this purpose. We 
believe that the dental schools have a full time job teaching the students to be com- 
petent dentists. Outside the dental office the task of publicizing dentistry as a health 
service can be done more efficiently by individuals who are thoroughly trained in 
advertising and promotional methods. When a dentist tells a lay audience about 
what dentistry can do and about how accomplished the dentist is, many may become 
suspicious of his motives. They may feel he has an interest in financial gain, and 
some will question the modesty and propriety of his complimentary remarks about 
dentistry. The dentist who can create the most interest in dentistry is usually too 
busy with his own practice to devote much time to this endeavor beyond his office. 
Thus, the task of educating the public often is left to those less able and to those 
who are more anxious to direct attention to themselves than to their profession. Con- 
sequently, we believe that the Director of the Dental Hygiene Institute, equipped 
with educational material prepared under his direction by professional artists, actors 
and writers, with adequate supervision by the Chicago Dental Society, can supply a 
much needed public relations service. 

The Institute also proposes to revive the Industrial Diagnostic Service. This serv- 
ice proved to be a definite stimulation for securing dental attention among industrial 
workers, but its tremendous potentialities have not been realized because of inade- 
quate financial support. 

Two important questions that are vital to the attainment of better dental health 
for our population, which is the aim of the Institute, have not been covered by the 
plan thus far. If the proposed program is successful, and if a greater desire for den- 
tistry is created, how will the increased demand for service be supplied and how will 
the fees be paid? It would be hazardous to stimulate a deep desire for dental service 
if the profession is inadequately prepared in numbers or in organization to meet the 
demand, or if a large percentage of the population is unable to pay conveniently for 
the treatments. The Institute and the Dental Society must consider these supple-

Another 
part of the lecture will deal with the 
management of the fractured primary 
and young permanent teeth and associ- 
ated problems.

ORAL SURGERY AND MEDICAL RELATIONS 


The program for this section was de- 
veloped with the idea of presenting at 
each session one essayist on an oral sur- 
gery topic and one essayist on a phase 
of medical relations. An attempt has also 
been made to choose speakers from out- 
side the Chicago Dental Society with the 
intention of presenting a different and 
possibly a fresh viewpoint of the prob- 
lems under discussion. 

Dr. Walter W. Dalitsch, Chairman, 
and Dr. Charles J. Coffey, Vice-Chair- 
man of this Section, said: “We feel that 
the topics selected are of pertinent and 
up-to-the-minute interest. We have en- 
deavored to secure the ablest and most 
progressive men, all of whom are leaders 
in their field.” 

The starting speaker for the Tuesday 
afternoon program will be Dr. J. B. 
Erich, of the Mayo Clinic, who will talk 
on Traumatic Injuries of the Face. This 
subject will be especially interesting be- 
cause of the numerous industrial and 
traffic accidents resulting in injuries of 
the face and jaws.
